Since my other projects are temporarily stalled (the BA paint man has 
folded his tents, though it is claimed the establishment will rise again 
from the ashes), I slammed the recalcitrant S-38D back on the bench last 
night. This radio is an aviary of birdies. 


Tracing things is difficult because even the loading of a Tek 10x probe can 
shut signals down. The only reliable spot for a looksee is on the detector 
plates. With the antenna shorted and tuning between signals, one sees a 
broad baseline (92.9 MHz, an FM boomer about five miles away) with 455 kHz 
superimposed. The 455 kHz is independent of the bandswitch. It never goes 
away as you tune (but occasionally grows when you hit signal, natch). The 
mixer is the Usual Suspect, a 12SA7. When one shorts AC to ground (through 
a 0.047 uF cap), the 455 kHz is unchanged for pins 8 (from antenna tuning 
circuit), 4 and 5 (oscillator). AC shorting pin 5 (G1) to ground kills the 
oscillator. I tried AC shorting pin 6 (cathode) but the radio made ugly 


noises and squealed like crazy. 


The good news is that AC shorting the mixer plate (pin 3) killed the 455 
kHz birdy stone dead. This is connected to the first IF transformer. An 
AC short on the B+ end of same did nothing, unsurprising. AC shorts at any 
signal point in the path to the detector likewise killed the 455 kHz, not 
surprising. So it looks like something is up between the mixer and the 
first IF transformer, or the IF tube is oscillating and it's being handed 
back to the mixer through the transformer. A 47 ohm Q-spoiler on the mixer 
plate and an 82 ohm spoiler on the 1st IF plate had no effect, Tweetie is 
still hale and hearty. By this time it was getting late and I 
was...unhappy, and so to bed. 


What's next? Only other thing I can think of is series spoilers on the 
grids. Any other wisdom?

Joe, 


This hum is very common and the topic often makes it to the list. The usual 
responses address bypassing the filament to ground but I found that, with my 
HQ180, the only thing that worked completely was to provide rectified and 
filtered DC to the local oscillator filament. That is extreme and maybe I 
could have fixed it more simply but I just gave up eventually and went for 
the overkill solution. I did try several different tubes and found that the 
degree of hum varied quite a lot among different tubes. That might work for 
you better than it did for me. 


The problem is caused by FM modulation of the oscillator output ... 
virtually undetectable unless the oscillator is operating at a fairly high 
frequency. The frequency excursion is greater at the higher frequencies 
because the frequency excursion at the IF frequency is much greater if the 
original oscillator frequency is very high, assumming that the degree of 
frequency modulation is more or less a fixed percentage of the oscillator 
frequency. This is only my theory ... I have never seen it confirmed in 
print. 


Installation of a seperate little DC power supply for the filament of one 
tube is pretty simple and well worth the effort. In my HQ180 I wired the 
primary directly to the line input so that the local oscillator was always 
warm. That decreased the degree of warmup drift dramatically.

Anchorites, 


I have an Eddystone 750 that is in need of some TLC. From 
some of the documentation that came with it, it appears to 
have been built in 1951 and it was the property of radio 
station KSJB in Jamestown, North Dakota, USA in 1962. 


It has a problem with that wonderful Eddystone dial. The 
dial cord, actually a wire, that drives the slide rule 
pointer has come unwound from the two gear-drive pulleys 
that apparently reeled the cord in an out so that the 
pointer would traverse the dial. Those two pulleys are 
driven from a large gear that is coupled to the tuning 
condenser drive shaft, but their threads have been stripped 
so that they no longer engage the large gear. Also the 
tuning condenser does rotate when the main tuning knob is 
turned, but it does not go through a full 180 degree arc. 
It rotation is much more limited. I suspect the dial 
mechanism is hanging up on something. 


Is there an Eddystone Dial Mechanic on the reflector who 
could give me some coaching?
